NIEMOELLER SAYS 


A.M.G. JEWS STIR 
UP ANTI-SEMITISM

BERLIN, July 1—Pastor Martin 
Niemoeller, recently returned 
from an extended visit in the 
United States, ‘thinks Washington 
ought to get rid of the Jewish 
members of the American Gov- 
ernment in Germany, Anti-Semit- 
iam is growing in Germany. again 
after being almost wiped out, he 
argues, and this trend is due to 
the presence here of officials 
“with an understandable spirit of 
hatred and revenge.” 

These statements were attrib- 
uted to the pastor by German re- 
porters who attended a press Con- 
ference held here today. 

Pastor Niemoeller, a- VU - boat 
captain in World War I whom the 
Nazis jailed because he preached 
anti-Hitler sermons in his fash- 
ionable suburban Berlin church, 
once described anti-Semitism as 
the “basest form of hatred.” In 
New York last Jan. 20, he de- 
clared anti-Semitism & Germany 
was at an-end' and would never 
return. As recently as May 20, 
weeks after his return home, 
he was quoted to the effect that 
he was convinced that “hatred 
against Jews is dead in Germany.” 


68 REPORTED KILLED IN ITALY 
IN AMMUNITION SHIP BLAST 


ROME, July 1 (AP)—Munitions 
brought -from the fortress island 
of Pantelleria exploded today at 
Porto Santo Stefano aboard the 
small ship Panigaglia, killing at 
least 68 men, the Italian news 
agency ANSA reported.

Bidault Offers Compro- 
mise — France, Britain 
Reported Ready to Go 
Ahead Without Russia 
If Parley Fails.

PARIS, July 1 (AP)—French in- 
formants said today French For- 
eign Ministers Georges Bidault 
had delayed, at least temporarily, 
the collapse_of the three-power 
conference considering American 
aid for Europe by offering a new 
proposal. 
The Russian, British and French 


tomorrow afternoon, these sources 
said. 

Today’s session—the fourth held 
by the ministers—lasted for only 
an hour and a half. Before the 
ministers convened today there 
had been speculation that this 


Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov virtually has rejected the 
proposal for European aid ad- 
vanced by United States Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall. 
Bidault’s Proposal. 

However, Bidault kept the con- 
ference alive, the French said, by 
suggesting establishment of a spe- 
cial information group composed 
of those European countries which 
wished to affiliate with such a 
body. The organization would not 
intervene in the internal affairs 
of any of these countries, and no 
action would be taken which any 
country could consider a violation 
of its sovereignty. 

The committee would be called 
on to report before Sept. 1, 1947, 
on Europe’s balance sheet of 
needs and assets. Marshall had 
suggested in a June 5 speech at 
Harvard University that the 
United States would consider what 
aid it could extend to Europe if 
the -European nations themselves 
agreed on an over-all plan con- 
cerning what they lacked and 
—_ they could supply them- 


es. | 
Under Bidault’s plan informa- 
tion for the “committee of co-op- 
eration” would be given volun- 


rtarily by the countries that de- 


cided to join the group. 
Germany’s Part. 
Occupation commanders in Ger- 
many, the informants said, would 
furnish the balance sheet for that 
country, but every fact involved 
in Germany's report would have 
to be subject to the decisions of 
the Council of Foreign Ministers 
and the Allied Control Council. 
Sub-committees of the commit- 
tee would be formed for food and 
agriculture, power, transport, 
capital goods, equipment and the 
steel industry. 
British Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin announced he would 
support the French compromise 
plan. Molotov reportedly remarked 
that it didn’t seem to differ much 
from previous plans with which 
he already had disagreed. 
Before Bidauits compromise 
was offered, Bevin and Bidault 
were reported ready to proceed 
in continental economic planning 
without the Soviet Union if the 
conference does end in failure. 
Soviet Proposal Rejected. 
Informed gources said that both 
Bevin and: Bidault last night 
termed Molotov’s proposal on 
European aid unacceptable but, 
at the Russian minister’s request, 
agreed to seek further advice from 
their governments, 
French sources had predicted 
that Bidault would ask the French 
cabinet in a meeting this morning 
for permission to proceed on the 
basis of Marshall's offer without 
Soviet participation. 
The scheduled meeting was 
called off, however, because 
Premier Paul Ramadier could not 
be present. 
Bevin already had declared that 
Britain would carry on without 
Russia, if necessary. 
Molotov was reported to have 
made his latest statement near the 
end of a three-hour session late 
yesterday.

Fifty-six persons . were injured, 
some seriously, last night when 
the Baltimore and Ohio stream- 
liner, the Columbian, traveling 
from Chicago to Washington at 
78 miles an hour, hit an open 
switch. 

Eight of the nine cars left the 
track, but none overturned. The 
diesel locomotive and the car di- 
rectly behind it remained on the 
rails.

CAB Preliminary Report on 
Eastern Airlines Case— 
Study Continues, 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board said 
today its investigation indicates 
“some unit or assembly” in the 
tail failed in flight of the Eastern 
Airlines plane which crashed near 
Bainbridge, Md., May 30, carrying 
53 persons to death. 

The board’s preliminary report 


said, however, “The inference is 
that nothing fell from the aircraft 
until just before it crashed.” 

There were widespread reports 
originally that part of the tail 
had fallen from the plane while 
it was in flight or during its 
descent. 

The report said ‘the extensive 
CAB investigation found tail por- 
tions of the aircraft in a com- 
paratively small area about 300 
yards from the crash site. 

It added that the position “pre- 
cludes the possibility of their hav- 
ing fallen from the plane at. any 
appreciable altitude.” 

The Bainbridge crash was the 
costliest, in the number of lives 
lost, in the nation’s commercial 
flying history. It occurred when 
the aircraft carrying 49- passen- 
gers and a crew of four went into 
a dive out of straight and level 
flight in clear weather while en- 
route from New York to Miami. 

The CAB said its investigation 
was being pursued:

Freight operations between St. 
Louis and Poplar Bluff, Mo., were 
slowed up today, he said, because 
a majority of the crews operating 
the trains live in Dupo and were 
given time off to remove their 
families and furniture from the 
danger zone. 

Lt. Gen. R. A. Wheeler, chief of 
the Corps of Engineers, arrived 
at Scott Field by plane from 
Washington this afternoon to con- 
fer with Col. Clark Kittrell, di- 
vision engineer, and Col. R.. E. 
Smyser, St. Louis district en; 
Kineer, on the flood situation. 

Engineers said the Mississippi 
flood has already caused $8,741,000 
damage. between Louisiana, Mo.. 
and Cairo, Ill., and said a total of 
333,000 acres of land on both sides 
of the river in this reach had 
been inundated. About half the 
flooded area was cultivated. 

Secondary Line Fails. 

North of the Illinois approach 
to Chain of Rocks bridge, the 
Fiver, which breached the Chou- 
teau Island levee yesterday, took 
the secondary line of defense, the 
Chouteau-Nameoki-Venice dike in 
its stride. P 

Immediate evacuation of all 
families living in the area be- 
tween this secondary defense and 
the East Side Levee, last barrier 
in front of the business sections 
of Venice, Madison and Granite 
City, was ordered. Engineers 
rushed workmen to the scene in 
an effort to block off a part of 
the. flood at a narrow causeway 
i' the middle of the threatened 
district. 

Below Dupo, the north flank of 
the Harrisonville-levee gave way 
this morning, inundating 27,800 
acres, and about 25 miles below 
Chester, the Degognia levee, last 
of the crucial dikes the éngineers 
had hoped to save, was breached. 


Breach Laid to Wave Wash. 


Breach of the Degognia levee, 
which protected 36,200 acres of 
farmland, was attributed by the 
engineers as much to wave wash 
as to the flood and rains. 

All inhabitants of this levee dis- 
trict, they said, were ordered out 
several days ago, but the flood 
waters have cut off the town of 
Grand Tower, Ill., and have seepe 
into the streets of Gorham.

Residents of Marceau avenue, 
in a flooded area in south St. 
Louis near the mouth of the River 
des Peres, received a joint warn- 
ing from the St. Louis Red Cross 
Disaster Committee and the De- 
partment of Public Safety today 
to leave their homes as soon as 
possible, : 
Although surrounded by high 
water, a. Red Cross spokesman 
said, between 39 and 40 families 
have refused to move out. The 
warning, he said, was issued be- 
cause it is impossible to insure 
their safety or to take sanitary 
precautions while they remain in 
their homes.

' Sewer Covers Pop Open. 

In many parts of the city, water 
poured through sewers in such 
volume that sewer covers popped 


Wind accompanying the storm 
reached a velocity of 34 miles an 
hour at 10:40 o’clock last night. 

Almost an inch of rain fell in 
the city in 17 minutes, from 6:23 
to 6:40 p.m. From 6:23 to 7:43 
p.m., the fall measured 1.45 inches. 
The temperature drop was from 
92 at 4:55 p.m. to 70 at 5:45. 
Despite the heavy rain and 
strong gusts of wind, air traffic 
Was normal at Lambert Field, 
control tower men reported. 
Rainfall was general throughout 
this area, Lockwood, in the south- 
west part of the state, tom 
4.45 inches in two hours. 

On the East Side, Granite City 
was cut off from automobile traf- 
fie for about an hour when un- 
derpasses on several highways 
leading to the city were flooded. 
Forest boulevard, between 
Washington Park and Caseyville, 
was closed for a time by the ac- 
cumulation of rain. State Route 
161 near Scott Field was closed 
temporarily when a lake formed 
on the highway, a foot deep and, 
about a mile wide.

Louis, water filled the streets and 
was driven into basements by 
passing automobiles. 

Rainfall Above Normal. 

Rainfall for June was far above 
normal, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren. reported. Rain tdétaled 
7.39 inches, 3.57 inches above nor- 
mal. This last month was the 
second wettest June since 1915. 
In June, 1945, the rainfall meas- 
ured 7.42 inches. Only 12 times 
in the last 111 years was there 
more rainfall in June than fell 
here last month.

Group of Dupo Refugees Housed - 
In Belleville School; Morale High 


Mothers Care for Babies, 
Games in Gymnasium, Fathers Remain Be- 
hind in Effort to Salvage Furniture. 


Children Play

Morale was high today among 
the 85 refugees from Dupo, Ill. 
who were being cared for in the 
Belleville Township High School, 
Several dogs frolicked in the 
school gymnasium while children 
were busy in supervised games 
devised by the Red Cross, 

Cots were set up in the gym- 
nasium as the evacuation started 
early today while meals were 
being served in’ the school cafe- 
teria. About six babies were being 
cared for by their mothers. Most 
of the husbands and fathers re- 
mained behind to assist in further 
evacuation and the salvage of as 
much furniture as possible from 
the advancing waters. 

Just where the remaining resi- 
dents of the town of 2000 popula- 
tion had taken refuge wasn't 
clear. Many had apparently found 
a haven with friends 
communities. | 


Mrs. Raymond Hofflund, wife of 
ia high school teacher in Dupo, 
‘had assumed charge of the refu- 
gee camp. “Many of the resi- 
dents of Dupo failed to leave be- 
cause they couldn't be convinced 
the town. would be flooded,” she 
said. “It never has been before, 


you know.” 

On Visit When Flood Comes. 

Among those present were Tech. 
Sgt. W. A, Lawrence who arrived 
in St. Louis early today from 
Camp Campbell, Ky., in search of 
his wife, Maxine. The latter had 
gone to Dupo last Tuesday to 
visit with her sisters, Mrs. James 
Reynolds and Mrs. Charles Swi- 
gart, 

“Tl was sure happy to see my 
wife again,” Lawrence said. “I had 
been searching for her ever since 
I arrived but I couldn’t get in 
touch with anyone who knew 
where she and her sisters had 
gone. I finally ran into her here 
at the high school. She was also 
pretty pleased to see me.” 

Mrs. Reynolds, wife of a Mis- 
souri Pacific switchman, said she 
and her husband had bought a 
$7,000 house in Dupo just a few 
weeks ago. They had not yet moved 
in because it was still occupied 
with tenants. Now the flood has 
further postponed their occupancy, 
“T would like to live in that home 
for just one day, at least,” Mrs. 
Reynolds said wistfully. 

Planning Return to Homes. 

All flood refugees in the St. 
Louis area were planning to go 
back to what remained of their 
homes as soon as the water re- 
ceded. 

“What else can we do?” asked 
Mrs. Florence Gilmore, whose 
family of 12 was flooded out of 
their four-room home in the Mis- 
souri river bottomlands near 
Vigus, St. Louis county. “We have 
nowhere else to go.” 


The Gilmores have lived in the 
same house for 18 years. They 
have been flooded out so often 
that Mrs. Gilmore cannot remem- 
ber how many times they have 
been forced to leave. 

In the protecting shade of trees 
outside the Penn school at Vigus, 
where the local chapter of the 
American Red Cross is providing 
food, shelter and clothing for 
three families who were forced to 
leave their homes, Mrs. Gilmore

Charge Carpenters Are 
Doing Their Work— 
Unauthorized Walkout

A threat to “close down every 
building job in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county” was issued today by 
William O’Shea, leader of the AFL 
Building Laborers’: Union, who 
said this action would be taken in 
reprisal against members of the 
AFL Carpenters’ Union who were 
“doing laborers’ work.” 

O’Shea said laborers’ today 
walked off a construction job at 
the General Cable Corp., 4121 
North Kingshighway, where 20 
laborers ‘and 10 carpenters were 
empioyed. He said the Laborers’ 
Union had refused to furnish 
workers for the Valier & Spies 
Milling Co., seeking to build grain 
storage facilities at 5020 Shreve 
avenue. 

H. H. Cate, president of the 
Flour Mills of America, Kansas 
City, parent.company of Valier 
& Spies, today telegraphed Wil- 
liam Green, president of the 
American Federation of ~ Labor, 
seeking his co-operation in set- 
tling the dispute. The message 
stated that the Valier & Spies ele- 
vator is now 60 days behind sched- 
ule and the company has been un- 
able to get action from the dis- 
putants. “With a large wheat 
crop beginning to move, this delay 
is inexcusable,” Cate stated. 
“There won't be any concrete 
poured, and every job is going to 
shut down,” O’Shea said, “until 
the carpenters stop doing laborers’ 
work. This thing has been going 
on for months, and we’ve reached 
the end of our patience.” 

Officers of the Carpente 
Union declined to comment. Th 
said they knew nothing about the 
controversy. 

Laborers have complained that 
carpenters are handling their own 
lumber and in some instances 
handling wooden concrete forms. 
O’Shea said the dispute began 
last March 5, when laborers be- 
gan picketing carpenters working 
on a construction job at the Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. store, 3807 South 
Grand boulevard. Three persons 
were injured in a picket line 
brawl. i 

“We'll picket again, if neces- 
sary,” O’Shea, secretary of the 
laborers’ Local 42, said. He said 
no negotiations with the carpen- 
ters are being scheduled, looking 
toward an end in the dispute. 
“We havén't got anything to talk 
about,” he said, “They'll just have 
to stop doing our work.” ‘ 
The supply of ready-mixed con- 
crete and concrete products to 


was halted today by an unauthor- 
ized strike of an estimated 400 
truck drivers, members of AFL 
Teamsters’ and Chauffeurs’ Union, 
Local 682, in a wage dispute with 
about 25 firms, 

John Ray, business agent for 
the union, said the companies had 
offered $1.25 an hour for drivers 
of small ready - mix concrete 
trucks; $1.40 for drivers of the 
large trucks and $1 for drivers of 
open sand and gravel trucks, The 
union is asking for $1.50 an hour 
for small trucks; $1.70 for large 


trucks. Their present wages are 
$1.08 for small mixing trucks; 
$1.23 for large ones and $1 for 
open trucks. 

The walkout came after a meet- 
ing last night when members of 
the union were informed the 
companies’ offer of four hours’ 
guaranteed working time a $day 
had been withdrawn. Previously, 
Ray said, the union’s proposal to 
call a strike was voted down by 
the Teamsters’ Council. Spokes- 
men for the concrete companies 
could not be reached.

Molotov was reported to have 
sugggested a three-power general 
“relief committee” to be augment- 
ed by “certain other” nations and 
assisted by three sub-committees 
on food, power and machinery.

Britain, France, Russia and two 
other nations, 

The two other nations, Molotov 
was said to have proposed, should 
be those which had suffered most 
from Nazi occupation; under this 
condition, White Russia, the 
Ukraine, Poland and Yugoslavia 
might be considered to be in the 
running. 


These sub-committees would re- 
ceive requests for aid from various 
nations and establish a program 
for meeting the applications, with 
priority for nations that had been 
occupied by Germany and that 
had contributed to the Allied vic- 
tory. They would ascertain how 
much was forthcoming from 
America and maintain liaison with 
the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Europe, 


Russian Argument. 


Earlier, Molotov was reported to 
have turned down a revised ver- 
sion of the original British- 
French plan on the ground that 
it would be “an attémpt to im- 
pose by force a planned economy 
on smaller countries, to make 
them modify their own national 
plans and commercial accords.” 
Bevin, said sources in touch 
with the proceedings, had urged 
establishment of a steering com- 
mittee and four § international 
technical sub-committees to sur- 
vey European resources and needs 
and presept the project to Wash- 
ington by Sept. 1. They would 
co-ordinate the continent's produc- 
tion and other economic activity 
through the next four years, 

These committees would com- 
prise Britain, France, Russia and 
four other nations to work “in 
friendly liaison” with the United 
States, the military governments 
of Germany and the U.N. Econom- 
ic Commission, Spain would be 
excluded. 


British French Rejoinder. 


Bidault, denying - that the 
French-British method .would re- 
sult in dictation to European 
countries, was quoted as saying 
that “as long as Europe does not 
herself make an effort at  self- 
help, she cannot ask the United 
States for help, because the ne- 
cessity of this requested aid will 
not be clearly seen by the Ameri- 
can people.” '

In countries where a 
free press operates, as I have 
remarked, such propaganda has 
a tendency to correct itself with- 
in a reasonable time. But this, 
unfortunately, is not the case 
where a free press is suppressed. 

There has also been much of 
misunderstanding abroad of the 
degree and purpose of American 
economic assistance to other<coun- 
tries and of the conditions under 
which it has been extended. Much 
of this has been due to purpose- 
Those re- 


tion are doing a grave disservice 
to the suffering peoples whose 
future depends directly on the 
success of international co-opera- 
tion in the economic field, 
American Charity. 

Historical records clearly show 
that no people have ever acted 
more generously and more unsel- 
fishly than the American people 
in tendering assistance to allevi- 
ate distress and suffering. The 
history of past decades records 
numerous examples of readiness 
to lend a helping hand in situa- 
tions where there could not pos- 
sibly have been other compensa- 
tion than the satisfaction that 
comes from assisting those in 
need.

BY SENATE GROUP 


Acceptance Hinged to 
Amendments to Bar 
World Regulation of 
Domestic Industry. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (UP)— 
The Senate Foreign. Relations 
Committee today approved - the 
eontroversial Anglo-American pe- 


troleum agreement, but hedged 
United States acceptance with 
amendments and reservations to 
avert international regulation of 
the domestic oil industry. 

Members, with only Senator 
Connally (Dem.), Texas,.in oppo- 
sition, accepted the agreement ne- 
gotiated in London in 1945 which 
endeavors to lay the groundwork 
for orderly marketing of world 
oil supplies and for an eventual 
international petroleum council. 

Committee Chairman Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, said the 
committee's reservations must be 
accepted by both Great Britain 
and this country’s representatives 
before the pact can become effec- 
tive.

V.A. SEEKING TO GET 
BACK $43,000,000 IN 
VETERAN OVERPAY 


Cases Result of Administra- 
tive Error, Not Fraud, 
Agency Says. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration re- 
ported today it was trying to get 
back for the Government $43,000,- 
000 in benefit overpayments to 
veterans under the G.I. bill of 
rights. A V.A,. official emphasized 
that these particular overpay- 


ments “were due to administrative 
error and not to fraud.” 

He said about 200,000 other 
cases of suspected fraud and in- 
volving an unestimated amount 
of money, have been referred to 
United States attorneys through- 
out the country. 

In May the agency received 
$8,395,000 from World War II vet- 
erans who. returned subsistence 
payments above the amount to 
which they were entitled. It also 
collected $426,000 in overpayment 


‘of pensions. 


Despite the collection, the agen- 
cy said, additional overpayments 
for the month kept the total out- 
standing at $43,000,000, the figure 
at which it has remained for 
several months. 

The official told a reporter that 
most of the subsistence overpay- 
ments resulted from a time lag 


in reports to regional offices from 
schools and places of training. He 
added the overpayments usually 
arise when a student leaves school 
or training without giving prompt 
notification,

regime itself: to its position as the sole truly Socialist regime 
and to the relationships of powe1 


dark and misguided world, 
within it. 

‘The first of these concepts is 
that of the innate antagonism be- 
tween capitalism and Socialism. 
We have seen how deeply that 
concept has become imbedded in 
foundations of Soviet power. It 
has profound implicationsy for 
Russia's conduct as a member of 
international scdiety. 


It means that there can never 
be on Moscow's side any sincere 
assumption of a community of 
aims between the Soviet Union 
and powers which are regard- 
ed as capitalist. 

It must invariably be assumed 
in Moscow that the aims of 
the capitalist world are anta- 
gonistic to the Soviet regime, 
‘and therefore to the interests 
of the peoples it controls. 


If the Soviet Government oc- 
ecasionally sets its signature to 
documents which would indicate 
the contrary, this is to be re- 
garded as a tactical maneuver 
permissible in dealing with the 
enemy (who is without honor) 
and should be taken in the spirit 
ef caveat emptor. 

Basically, the antagonism re- 
mains. It. is postulated. And 
from it flow many of athe 
phenomena which we find dis- 
turbing in the Kremlin’s con- 
duct of foreign policy; the se- 
eretiveness, the lack of frank- 
ness, the duplicity, the wary 
suspiciousness, and the basic 
unfriendliness of purpose. 
These phenomena are there to 
stay, for the foreseeable future, 
There can be variations of de- 
gree and of emphasis. When there 
is something the Russians want 
from us, one or the other of these 
features of their policy may be 
thrust temporarily into the back- 
ground; and when that happens 
there will always be Americans 
who will leap forward with glee- 
ful announcements that “the Rus- 
gians have changed,” and some 
who will even try to take credit 
for having brought about such 
“changes.” | 

We Should Not Be Misled. 


But we should not be misled by 
tactical maneuvers. These charac- 
teristics of Soviet policy, like the 
postulate from which they flow, 
are basic to the internal nature 
of Soviet power, and will be with 
us, whether in the foreground or 
the background, until the internal 
nature of Soviet power is changed. 

This means that we are going 
to continue for a long time to 
find the*Russians difficult to deal 
with. It does not mean that they 
should be considered as embarked 
upon a do-or-die program to over- 
throw our society by a given date. 

The theory of the inevitability 
of the eventual fall of capitalism 
- ‘has the fortunate connotation that 
there is no hurry about it. The 
forces of progress can take their 
time in preparing the final coup

On the principle of infallibility 
‘there rests the iron descipline of

‘the two concepts are mufually self- 
‘supporting. Perfect discipline re- 
quires recognition of infallibility. 
‘Infallibility requires the observ- 
ance of discipline. And the two 
together go far to determine the 
behaviorism of ‘the entire Soviet 
apparatus of power, 


But their effect cannot be un- 
derstood unless a third factor be 
taken into account: namely, the 
fact that the leadership is at lib- 
erty to put forward for tactical 
purposes any particular’ thesis 
which it finds useful to the catise 
at any particular moment and to 
require the faithful and unques- 
tioning acceptance of that thesis 
by the members of the movement 
as a whole. 


Red Truth Is Manufactured. 
This means that truth is not a 
constant but is actually created 
for all intents and purposes, by the 
Soviet leaders themselves. It may 
vary fr@m week to week, from 
month to month. If is nothing 
absolute and immutable—nothing 
which flows from objective reality. 
It is only the most recent mani- 
festation of the wisdom of those 
in whom the ultimate wisdom is 
supposed to reside, because they 
represent the logic of history. 

e accumulative effect’ of these 
factors is to give to the whole 
subordinate apparatue of Soviet 
power an unshakeable stubborn- 
ness and steadfastness in its ori- 
entation. es 

This orientation can be Manges 
at will by the Kremlin hut by no 
other power. Once a given party 
line. has been laid down on a 
given issue of current policy, the 
whole Soviet governmental ma- 
chine, including the mechanism 
of diplomacy, moves inexorably 
along the prescribed path, like a 
persistent toy automobile wound 
up afid headed in a given direc- 
tion, stopping only when it meets 
with some unahswerable force. 

The individuals who are the 
components of this machine aré 
unamenable to argument or reason 
which comes to them from outside 
sources, Their whole training has 
taught them to mistrust and dis- 
count the glib persuasiveness of 
the outside world. 

Like the white dog before the 
phonograph, they hear only the 
“master’s voice.” And if they are 
to be called off from the pur- 
poses last dictated to them, it is 
ve master who must call them 
off. 

Words Won't Impress Them. 

Thus the foreign representative 
cannot hope that his words will 
make any impression on them. 
The most he can hope is that they 
will be transmitted to those at the 


the party line. But even those are 
not likely to be swayed by any 
normal logic in the words of the 
bourgeois representative. Since 
there can be no appeal to common 
purposes, there can be no appeal 
to common mental approaches 

For this. reason, facts speak 
ouder than words to the.ears of 
he Kremlin: and words carry the 
greatest weight when they have 
the ring of reflecting, or being 
backed up by, facts of unchallengt- 
able validity. 

But we have ‘seen that the 
Kremlin is under no ideological

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Missouri - Mississippi Flood Origin: 
Weeks of Heavy Rain in Wide Area

XTREMELY heavy rains, occurring with unusual frequency and 
concentrated over a broad Middle Western prairie area, were 
virtually the entire cause of the severe floods in the Mississippi 
Missouri rivers. This statement was made to the Post-Dispatch 
today by H. F. Wahlgren, meteorologist in charge of the United States 
Weather Bureau here, and A. A. Rausch, his assistant specializing 
in flood forecasting. Examination of the gauge and precipitation 
reports for the two main streams and their principal tributaries bore

Melted snow from the mountain 
sources of the Missouri played no 
large part in the series of floods 
that were climaxed by crests at 
St. Louis yesterday and St. Charles 
Sunday, in the opinion of Wahl- 
gren and Rausch. 

However, the Army’s Corps of 
Engineers, in charge of river con- 
trol, reported that the sudden 
breakup last March of several ice 
jams in the Yellowstone river— 
principal tributary of the upper 
Missouri—threw a rush of water 
into the Missouri. This was no- 
ticeable at least as far down- 
stream as Omaha, Nebr. The 
army engineers shared the opin- 
ion that seasonal snow melting 
was not a big factor in the floods, 
but that the concentrated rains 
in the lower Missouri and upper 
Mississippi valleys were respons- 
ible. 

Successive Rainstorms. 

Rainstorm after rainstorm oc- 
curred in northern Missouri, 
throughout Iowa, in northern Il- 
linois, eastern Kansas, the eastern 
two-thirds of Nebraska and to 
some extent in South Dakota. 
Rains were so frequent as to be 
almost -continuous during April, 
May and June. 

7; was the pileup of the drain- 
age from these rains that caused 
the floods. The main streams— 
the Missouri and Mississippi—did 
not have the opportunity that usu- 
ally occurs to carry away the run- 
off of their tributaries before new 
downpours swelled the load. 

It was in Iowa that the great- 
est rain concentration appeared. 
largely -affecting the Mississippi 
and causing the critical repeated 
inundations by the Des Moines 
river at Ottumwa. The capital 
city, Des Moines, had its heaviest 
day’s rainfall on record — 4.95 
inches on Friday, June 13. The 
same dav, Trineli, Ia., on the nor- 
mally placid little picnic stream, 
the wWapsipinicon, had 5.5 inches. 
It was still raining hard in lowa 
'yesterday, notably at Dubuque, on 
the Mississippi. 

Other Iowa streams that carried 
the deluges to the Mississippi were 
the Iowa river and its branch, the 
Cedar. The Mississippi was swelled 
also by the usually tiny Salt river 
in Missouri, by the Wisconsin riv- 
er in southern Wisconsin, and by 
the Rock and the Illinois, in Lli- 
nois,

In Missouri, the Missouri river 
had almost constantly heavy dis- 
charges from the Chariton, Grand 
and Platte, in northern Missouri, 
and the Osage, which was bring- 
ing in rains from generally dry 
southeastern Kansas.

How Europe Can Help Itself 


Russia, not unexpectedly, is turning a cold 
shoulder on the Marshall plan. The Russians 
make it clear that there can be no partnership 
between the Soviets and the United States, be- 
tween democracy and totalitarianism, in the re- 
construction of Europe. In this they are being 
candid and realistic. It will serve the best in- 
terests of the United States and Western Europe 
to be equally open-eyed and forthright. 

Russia’s attitude should clear the way for a 
return to the basic question of what Western 
Europe can do for itself. 

The revival of Europe calls, among other 
things, for the revival of the Ruhr, Western 
Europe’s powerhouse. But German industry can 
be safely revived only in a political framework 
capable of controlling Germany. The only plan 
so far offered to this end is the plan for a 
United States of Western Europe, with Germany 
divided into several states collectively inferior 
in voting strength to the non-German states. 

Secretary Marshall has spoken favorably of a 
United States of Europe, but he has prejudiced 
the design by proposing that Russia and its 
satellites be included. The present developments 
at Paris may disillusion him on this score. 

The argument against a Western European 
federation, either political or economic, is that 
Western Europe needg the agricuitural products 
and the markets of Eastern Europe. But West- 
ern Europe is not likely to enjoy much of either 
in the near future, and it has potential resources 
elsewhere more’ than sufficient to compensate 
for severing ties with Eastern Europe. 

- ” ” 

Britain, France and Holland command vast 
colonies rich in agricultural and mineral re- 
sources. Some of these resources are already 
developed and others await only the efforts of 
technicians to make them yield their wealth. 

Britain already is moving in this direction. 
The Labor Government is spending $500,000,000 
to develop agricultural production in East Af- 
rica. France has made great progress in North 
Africa. The Dutch—with too little regard for 
the welfare of. the natives—have developed the 
oil of the Netherlands Indies, the rubber. and 
tea of Java and Sumatra, the tin of the Malay 
peninsula, 

If the British can revive the coconut planta- 
tions of the Central and South Pacific islands, 
the world’s crisis in fats will be solved. And if 
Britain will give the iron and steel industry of 
Australia and India free rein, they will supply 
basic steel for Europe's factories in volume and 
at a price which Europe could never equal. 

At Newcastle, New South Wales, the Broken 
Hill Proprietary produces pig iron from 68 per 
cent pure ore at a cost of $8 a ton, which is a 
dollar or two less than it is produced for any- 
where in the United States and only about half 
the average figure for Great Britain, Australia’s 
low cost figure is due to the relative purity of 
the ore, which reduces handling charges and 
saves the expense of processing to raise the iron 
content, which is necessary for much of the 
world’s iron ores. 

There are also copper and lead in Australia, 
nickel in.Canada and New Caledonia, bauxite in 
France, British Guiana, Surinam, South Africa 
and Malaya, and gold to prime the pump in 
South Africa, Canada and New Guinea. Europe’s 
destiny may very well lie in depending on other 


. parts of the world for raw materials and using 


its own artisans, possessing the skills. of cen- 
turies, in fabrication, 
* . - 

What Europe needs, more than it needs 
American dollars, is enterprise and imagination. 
These qualities certainly are not lacking in the 
British, French, German and Dutch makeup, but 
for some reason they are not being given scope. 
If Western Europe were federated economically, 
the enlarged markets and the spur to competi- 


‘tive efficiency: might supply the missing ele- 


ment. 

In any event, America will aid Europe more 
if it concentrates on helping Europe to help 
itself rather than on supplying loans which are 
immediately absorbed without lasting results, as 
our billion and a quarter of loans to France 
have been. ’ 

And Western Europe will do better if it goes 
on without Russia and determines to be master 
of its own fate. The Labor party of Britain, 
the dominant political influence in Western 
Europe, should drop its present role toward 
Russia, which too much resembles the role the 
Baldwin and Chamberlain Governments played 
toward Hitler, and take the leadership for a free 
and prosperous Western Europe.

White Bill Post Mortem 


Senator White, like former Senator Wheeler 
before him, satisfied nobody in his attempt to 
rewrite the radio law, He has had to shelve his 
bill until the next session. 

Undoubtedly a strict definition of govern- 
ment’s powers over broadcasting is needed, The 
White bill is a conscientious effort to do that, 
but it appears that the results would not match 
the intent. 

The bill would extend the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission's power over radio’s business 
operation. One clause requires the FCC to con- 
sider the economic stability of existing radio 
stations .in licensing new competition. This 
would put radio on:a flat common-carrier basis, 
and the FCC properly objected. The commis- 
sion has never had to try to protect established 
private interests in granting radio licenses in 
the public interest. 

Another provision would prohibit single own- 
ership of stations serving more than 25 per cent 
of the population. Here, again, the intent is 
good, but critics point out it would. be possi-« 
ble for one company to serve 28 states without 
reaching more than a quarter of the people. 

To a point the bill retains present practice re- 
garding programs. The FCC could not censor 
anything to be broadcast, but it might consider 
past program operations in renewing licenses. 

Yet the measure contains inflexible require- 
ments as to limiting political campaign broad- 
casts to qualified candidates. It requires that 
stations provide up to double the amount of 
time for answer to an original statement on a 
controversial issue. This would make broad- 
.casters think a long time before they allowed 
controversial programs at all. 

Unfortunately the radio industry made these

critical points secondary to a wholesale assault 
on the principle of the bill. Speaking for the 
National Association of Broadcasters, Justin Mil- 
ler demanded that radio be made as free as 
the press. He wanted FCC’s power to protect 
the public interest to be limited to mere polic- 
ing of engineering matters. 

This would mean a revolution in national pol- 
icy, which regards the air waves as close to 
public domain. Senator White, a Republican and 
a considerate friend of the industry, was in- 
censed at NAB’s position. 

So the proposed law will be held over, and 
that is a.good thing, because it requires more 
careful consideration. But organized broadcast- 
ers ought to recognize, bv this time, that they 
will not gain any new restrictions on govern- 
ment regulation by a blanket attempt to escape 
it.

Wanted: Realty Lobby Inquiry 

The rent bill which President Truman signed 
as better than nothing is, as he said, “the only 
major action taken by the Congress at this ses- 
sion with regard to the housing problem.” And 
that action was not for housing but against it. 

If the bill had stuck to the proper business of 
rent ceilings, it could be defended. True, it sur- 
renders tenants to landlords who will exchange 
leases for 15 per cent rent increases. But higher 
rents were due, painful though tenants may find 
them. Congress should have granted a straight- 
forward percentage rent increase, but it lacked 
the courage and wrote a tricky provision instead. 

In striking down the remaining allocation con- 
trol of building materials, however, Congress has 
no defense. It decreed that the lag in home 
construction shall grow still worse—while non- 
residential construction gobbles up the materials 
supply. It bowed to a real estate lobby which, 
in Mr. Truman’s words, “has displayed a ruthless 
disregard of the public welfare.” 

Yet, as Wilson Wyatt vainly warned the Presi- 
dent long before his own belated discovery, the 
lobby has won its sinister purpose at every turn. 
Step by step, ending in the present bill, it 
sabotaged veterans’ emergency housing prac- 
tically out of existence. Even more serious, it 
has stalled the Taft-Ellender-Wagner long-range 
housing bill in one Congress and during six 
It is not bigger 
than the American people, but it is behaving as 
though it were—and getting away with it. 

The President asked for a congressional’ in- 
vestigation of the lobby’s .machinations. He 
should have it. As the leading sponsor of the 
long-range bill and the most powerful Senator. 
Robert A. Taft is the logical man to take up the 
demand. It is a way to attest his own good 
faith, and he could do it the more easily because 
the inquiry would reflect adversely on the Jru- 
man Administration as well as on the Republican 
Congress. ° 

Meanwhile, the indictment stands so large 
that none can fail to read. In the face of the 
people’s most acute need, “the only major action 
taken by the Congress” was to give the mer- 
chants of homelessness sti# another advantage.

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Retreat From Mine Safety 

Government control of soft coal production is 
not all that has just expired. With it went 
enforcement of the federal “mine safety code. 
Secretary of Interior Krug asked Congress 
weeks ago to extend enforcement powers for a 
year, but as of today, the Government is power- 
less to prevent mine accidents, 

Presumably Congress is more interested right 
now in how to ward off a prolonged coal strike 
a week from today. It is doubtful that the Taft- 
Hartley law can apply to a strike where the 
miners are without a contract. In any case, the 
law does not force men to work underground if 
there is threatened danger. 

Whatever Congress can do about a coal strike, 
it will be in a better position to do it if the law 
assures the men of some protection once they 
return to the pits. The Centralia tragedy un- 
doubtedly played its part in the stubborn mood 
of the mine workers’ union. 

Can- Congress say the men are not justified 
in resentment? More than 17,000 miners were 
killed from 1932 to 1946. For years their union 
tried to bolster safety codes and improve 
wretched housing and health conditions in the 
coal fields. The operators fought them bitterly, 
the states failed them abjectly and so far Con- 
gress has ignored them completely. 

The nation’s disregard for the men who dig 
the nation’s coal is detailed in a new report by 
the Russell Sage Foundation. This private or- 
ganization blames the public and its elected rep- 
resentatives, It says: 

Certainly it should be the will of the pub- 
lic that Congress should give mandatory 
powers to the Federal Bureau of Mines...

All Congress needs to do is to revive enforce- 
ment of the present federal safety code for one 
year.

A militant newspaper, fighting for the 
common weal, won a notable victory in the 


Supreme Court decision holding that the 


submerged lands within the three-mile lim- 
it off the California coast belong to the 
nation and not to the state. 


The newspaper which led to this impor- 
tant decision is the St, Louis Post-Dispatch. 
The campaign it waged was worthy of the 
tradition of the first Joseph Pulitzer, foun- 
der of the paper and father of the present 
editor. | 

Here’s what the case is about. Oil was 
discovered off the California coast in 1894. 
The big development did not come, how- 
ever, until 1921 when many wells were 
opened, 


The State of California granted leases to 
private companies to develog these offshore 
wells, for which it has been receiving sub- 
stantial royalties. It is estimated that 
more than 200,000,000 barrels of oil have 
been drawn from them, 

Up to 1937 state claims to submerged off- 
shore lands were not contested by the Fed- 
eral Government, However, in that year 
the Senate adopted a joint resolution as- 
serting that the lands were the property 
of the United States and directing the At- 
torney General to effect the removal of all 
persons trespassing upon them. 


Congress Renounces Interest 


The resolution proposed to set aside the 
California lands as a naval petroleum re- 
serve. The bill, however, was kicked about 
in committee like many another legislative 
football and nothing was done about it, 


Early in 1945 the case bobbed up in an- 
other form. The then Secretary of the In- 
terior, Harold Ickes, persuaded the Attor- 
ney General to file suit in the Supreme 
Court to settle the question of the coastal 
oil titles. 

This move was countered by the introduc- 
tion of a joint resolution in the Congress 
renouncing any interest of the United 
States in lands beneath the marginal sea 
or on any of the submerged lands within 


the state boundaries. The resolution passed 
the House on Sept. 20 of that year. 


Then the Post-Dispatch moved power- 
fully >into the scene. It revealed, as the 
result of exhaustive investigation, that the 
resolution had been drafted by an attorney 
on the payroll of oil companies which had 
a tremendous stake in the legislation, and 
that the text had been submitted to the 
companies before it was taken to the capi- 
tol for introduction, 


Mr. Ickes added to the furor by branding 
the transaction “a plunder of the national 
domain unequalled since Teapot Dome.” 


“Armament of Democracy” 


Nevertheless, the Senate went ahead and 
passed the resolution. Very promptly Pres- 
ident Truman vetoed it. Almost simulta- 
neously the President, on Sept, 28, 1945, is- 
sued two proclamations taking title to all 
mineral resources on the continental shelf, 
which extends in some cases as far as 75 
miles from our shore, and to the fishery 
resources of the high seas contiguous to 


our lands. 


There the matter rested pending the Su- 
preme Court decision, which by a 6-to-2 
vote, validated the Ickes claim in behalf of 
the Federal Government. A strange and 
malodorous conspiracy had been frustrated 
primarily through the publicity given by 
the liberal press of the country, led by 
the Post-Dispatch. 


It was an important battle. Tideland 
oil is not merely a few million dollars of 
profit for a corporation or revenue for a 
state treasury. It is the armament of de- 
mocracy. As the Post-Dispatch said in one 
of its notable editorials: 


.“Whether under the false cry of state’s 
rights or the frank admission of private 
greed, no one must be allowed to exhaust 
today what may be indispensable to the 
nation’s existence tomorrow. Against any 
effort to put our fighting oil to any smal]l- 
er purpose than the defense of our nation, 
the only course is to fight.” 


Cotton Subsidy: Sheer Foolishness 


From the Dallas Morning News 


Washington tells us that Uncle Sam pays 
the cotton exporter only one-half cent a 
pound to, get cotton out of the United 
States. A short time ago the subsidy was 
2 cents a pound, and prior to that it was 
4 cents, 

Cotton Congressmen are represented as 
mystified as to why they were not notified 
about the reduction but the real mystery 
is why there is any subsidy at all on cotton. 
All talk about economy is hypocrisy so long 
as the United States Treasury is expected 
to pay out real money to support agricul- 
tural prices which, generally speaking, are 
out of line and have an extraordinary world 
demand to bolster them up, anyhow. 

The cotton carry-over is unusually low— 
lower than it has been in a long time, and 
it is not believed that the prospects for the 
current price are such as to make any sub- 
sidy necessary for any purpose except the 
corralling of votes for individual Congress- 
men in cotton-growing states. 


The whole subsidy principle is wrong and. 


should be resorted to only in cases of des- 
perate emergency. The emergency is gone 
and the only desperation now is on the part 
of the taxpayer, so far as the cotton crop 
is concerned. Agriculture will never be 
made self-supporting by a system of doles. 
Beggarizing the farmer into independence 
doesn’t make sense. 

Education, soil improvement, scientific 
development of new crops, new processes 
and new uses for old crops will do some- 
thing constructive and useful for the farm- 
er. But paying the exporter one-half cent 
a pound to ship cotton abroad is sheer 
foolishness and waste.

Life in a Blizzard 


THE GREAT SNOW, by Henry Morten 

(Simon and Schuster, New York.) 

The threat of doom to the human race 
through the irrational exercise of man's 
power over nature has led many artists to 
seek symbols that will explain the world- 
sickness, Some have written of war and 
conquest, some of plague, some of religion. 
Mr. Robinson has made use of a much sim- 
pler symbol, though no less effective—a 
20-day blizzard. 

Since this is a novel employing symbols, 
the people in it might have been drawn in 
sketchy outline, but they are surprisingly 
three-dimensional; only occasionally does 
their function as symbols dominate their 
humanity.

Ruston Cobb is a successful patent law- 
yer. His neurotic wife, Nolla, prefers to 
spend her affection on her son and fails to 
provide companionship for her husband. 
Cobb returns to his country estate for his 
usual week-end at home and ia joined there 
by Nolla's sister, Beryl, who brings with 
her a disillusioned painter by the name of 
Laimbeer. The great storm begins before 
these leading characters are all assembled 
in the comfortable, somewhat pretentious 
house. 

The catastrophe comes slowly, and its ar- 
rival is delayed by many purely human ac- 
tivities. There is much mating and chang- 
ing of mates, both within the house and in 
retrospect, and these activities are too con- 
vincing to be symbolic of anything but 
what they are. As the storm shuts the 
house off from the rest of the world, rival- 
ries and tensions mount to a state of fury 
matching that of the storm.

The effect of the prolonged blizzard is 
disastrous to the house and to the whole 
section of tle country. Cobb and his com- 
panions struggle mightly to survive in his 
rural mansion, and although tragedy strikes 
even there, they come off better than they 
might have, But the purpose of the novel 
is not to relate what happened to a few 
people isolated from the rest of the world; 
it is rather to examine realistically, within 
the limits of an almost plausible fiction, 
the true state of these representative human 
minds and bodies. 


Mr. Robinson's findings are more en- 
couraging than those of some other writ- 
ers who have undertaken to look frankly at 
the state of our civilization under stress, 
This is partly the result of his many inter- 
ests, which make themselves felt through- 
out the book: Freudian psychology, boats, 
chess, falconry, painting, French poets and 
mystical lore. However, all this elaborate 
machinery of hobbies and interests would 
not serve to produce a good novel if the 
author were not an excellent story-teller. 
His fine narrative gift legds credibility to 
the situation, the people, and the larger 
symbols of man’s struggle in a civilization 
burdened with too many complexities. .

Similar- 
ly, no money has actually been 
appropriated for the Greek-Turk- 
ish program and the RFC came 
through with $100,000,000 on the 
cuff. 

In the four years of its exist- 
ence, UNRRA took much unde- 
served abuse. In instance after 
instance, charges that relief sup- 
plies were being used for politj- 
cal purposes were refuted. Yet 
the refutation rarely caught up 
with the noisy accusation, 

With understandable pride, Maj. 
Gen. Lowell W. Rooks pointed 
out in a final statement as direct- 
or of UNRRA that it had distrib- 
uted nearly three billion dollars 
worth of supplies, about three 
times the value of relief provid- 
ed after World War I. 


War on Epidemics. 


This went to 17 countries. In- 
evitably in the wake of the most 
destructive war in history, there 
were difficulties, delay and waste. 

UNRRA held off major epidem- 
ics of the kind of diseases or- 
dinarily Tampant after wars, It 
never had sufficient resources to 
prevent the spread of such 
plagues as tuberculosis, which is 
now widespread. 

A year ago the United States 
signaled the end of UNRRA. This 
was done because of the belief 
that Congress would not again 
appropriate money for an inter- 
national relief organization. That 
was correct. But Congress has 
been almighty slow about appro- 
priating money for any kind of 
relief, We shall have reason to 
regret the untimely end of the 
only functioning U.N. organization 


which has now become history.

Where Are the Peoples? - 


Peace will be preserved polit- 
ically or it will not be preserved. 

Last week one radio announcer 
made the mistake of reading 
aloud the preamble to the U.N. 
Charter. 

‘The “peoples of the United Na- 
tions’—the document says—are 
“resolved to combine ‘their ef- 
forts” to accomplish a number of 
notable aims! Splendid aims—the 
prevention of war, the reaffirm- 
ing of faith in human rights and 
the equality of people and na- 
tions, establishing conditions 
where justice can thrive under 
international law, the uniting of 
national! strength to “maintain in- 
ternational peace and security,” 
etc., etc, 

Fine—only where are the peo- 
ples? 

Of the governments which are 
members of the United Nations 
fewer than -half represent their 
respective peoples. The others 
represent armed cliques. 

Open war has not yet occurred 
between members. But what of 
the harrying of Greece by Bulga- 


ria, Yugoslavia and Albania? 


The members have done nothing 
together but talk—endlessly. 

Human rights are denied over 
a large section of the planet and 
a notorious violator of these 
rights, like Peron of Argentina, 
is promised the support of the 
United States!

There is a new war in the offing 
—somewhere between two and 20 
years away. It can be stopped 
only by the U.N. 

But by a U.N. that has really 
grown, that has dropped the veto 
and lopped off the dead wood of 
national sovereignties, a U.N. that 
is no longer a reflection of the 
power of member nations but a 
supreme power ia itself, 

This is the kind of U.N, birth- 
day talk that we waited to hear 
last week—and waited in vain.

Robinson Held 
Blameless in 


Doyle’s Death 


CLEVELAND, July 1 (AP)—A 
coroner's verdict today cleared all 
principals involved in the June 24 
title match between welterweight 
champion Ray (Sugar) Robinson 
and Jimmy Doyle of any responsi- 
bility for the challenger’s death. 

Ruling that Doyle’s death was 
“accidental,” and that Robinson 
was “absolutely blameless,” Cor- 
ener 8S. RR. Gerber yesterday 
recommended these changes in 
Cleveland and Ohio boxing regu- 
jJations: 

Fighters who have suffered 
previous head ‘injury should be 
barred from the ring. 

Physicians to examine boxers 
should be appointed by the Mayor. 

Laws governing matches should 
be uniform throughout the state. 

Rings should afford more pro- 
tection to fighters in’ development 
of new mats, ropes and braces. 

Boxing commissions should keep 
a medical record of all fighters 
permitted to box. 

The coroner said Robinson was 
“innocently involved in an unfore- 
geen and unfortunate occurrence,” 
and added that the Harlem boxer 
was “unfortunate in being the op- 
posing contestant at the time of 
Doyle's fatal injuries.” 

Examinations by Various physi- 
cians after Doyle received a brain 
concussion during a bout with 
Artie Levine here in March 1946 
did not disclose any \“physical in- 
eapacitating disabilities,” said Dr. 
Gerber. 

“Testimony of Doyle’s brother, 
Edward Delaney, and from infor- 
mation from several sports writers 
throughout the country indicates 
there was a recognizable change in 
Doyle’s personality after the 
Levine fight,” said the coroner. 
> “However, it was impossible for 
the examining physicians to find 
a permanent physical injury. It 
appears to me that the Cleveland 
Boxing Commission and (the com- 
mission’s) Dr. A. F. Hagedorn 
went to great lengths to determine 
the physical fitness of Jimmy 
Doyle.”

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DONNELLY WEIGHS 
RENT BILL AFTER 
PLEA BY TRUMAN 


Missouri Measure Would 
Give Only Brief Protec- 
tion If Signed by Gov- 
ernor. 


By the Jefferson City Corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 1— 
The Missouri rent control bill, 
now on Governor Donnelly’s 
desk, was intended to provide 
temporary protection for Mis- 
@ouri tenants after federal rent 
controls are lifted. The aid will 
be very brief, however, for in 
its present form the bill | will 


be effective for only four months 
in 1948. ae 

If approved by the Governor 
the bill will become operative 
when federal rent controls are 
Mfted Feb. 29, 1948, under a Con- 
_gressional measure signed yester- 
day by President Truman. 

The state control bili contains 
a provision that it shall expire 
June 30, 1948, 

President Truman, in signing 
the federal act, described it as 
inadequate and said he was con- 
fronted with “this bill or no rent 
control at all” He said he was 
appealing to governors of the 
states to exert every effort to 
protect tenants. 

Donnelly Undecided. 

Gov. Donnelly was asked today 
what he could do, in view of 
the President’s appeal. . 

“I do not know what. can be 
done at this time,” Donnelly said. 
“I have not determined whether 
I will sign the pending bill. If 
I do approve it, the state will 
have to be governed by it when 
the federal act expires.” 

The Governor did not indicate 
whether he will make any recom- 
mendation to the Legislature, 
now in recess, when it recon- 
Venes next January. At that time 
the state control bill could be 
amended to extend the expiration 
date beyond June 30, 1948, if de- 
sired. 

When the state bill was passed 
Jast May, it was not known wheth- 
er Congress would pass an act 
extending the federal controls, 
which were due to expire yester- 
day. The June 30, 1948, expira- 
tion date was placed in the bill 
in the Senate, where the bill orig- 
inated. The measure was spon- 
sored by Senator David E. Horn 
of St. Louis, 

Contro] by Courts. 

The act, to be administered by 

the circuit courts of the state, 
would apply to residential hous- 
ing in rent control areas now 
established under federal controls. 
The circuit courts may establish 
additional areas, on petition of 
at least 10 qualified voters in any 
county or city, or may extend 
boundaries of an existing area. 
The courts may also abolish areas 
or diminish their boundaries, 
' Rent increases on residential 
housing in a rent control area, 
which was rented or offered for 
rent prior to the effective date 
of the act, would be limited to 
15 per cent of the rent charged 
Jan. 1.91947." | 

The maximum rent on housing 
which was not rented or offered 
for rent prior to Jan. 1, 1947, 
would be limited to an amount to 
provide a return of not more than 
10 per cent a year on the reason- 
able value of the property, except 
that the actual cost of utilities or 
other services furnished might be 
added to the maximum rental. 

The act does not apply to newly- 
constructed. houses and apart- 
ments completed and available for 
occupancy after Jan. 1, 1947, or 
to commercial property.

mayies diplumacy at once easier 
and more difficult to deal with 
than the diplomacy of individual 
aggressive leaders like Napoleon 
and Hitler. 

On the one hand, it is more 
sensitive to contrary force, more 
ready to yield on individual sec- 
tors of the diplomatic front when 
that force is felt to be too strong, 
and thus more rational in the 
logic and rhetoric of power. On 
the other hand, it cannot be easily 
defeated or discouraged by a 
single victory on the part of its 
opponents. 

And the patient persistence by 
which it is animated means that 
it can be effectively countered 
not by sporadic acts which rep- 
resent the momentary whims of 
democratic opinion but only by 
intelligent long-range policies on 
the part of Russia’s adversaries 
—policies no less steady in their 
purpose, and no less variegated 
and resourccful in their applica- 
tion, than those of the Soviet 
Union itself. : 

In these circumstances it is 
clear that the main element of 
any United States nolicy toward 
the Soviet Union must be that of 

long-term, patient but firm and 
vigilant containment of Russian 
expansive tendencies. 

It is important -to note, how- 
ever, that such a polcly has 
nothing to do with outward 
histrionics: with threats or 


ures of outward “toughness.” 
While the Kremlin is basically 
flexibile in its reaction to Political 
realities, it is by no Means Un- 
amenable to consideration of pres- 
tige. Like almost any o’her gov- 
ernment, it can be placed by tact- 
less and threatening gestures in 
a position where it cannot afford 
to yield even though this might 
be dictated by its sense of realism. 

The Russian leaders are keen 
judges of human psychology, and 
as such they are highly conscious 
that loss of temper and of self- 
contro] is never a source of 
strength in political affairs. They 
are quick to exploit such evidence 
of weakness. 

For these reasons, it is a sine 
qua non of successful dealing with 
Russia that the foreign govern- 
ment in question should remain at 
all times cool and collected and 
that its demands on. Russian 
policy should be put forward in 
such a manner as to leave the 
way open for a compliance not 
too detrimental to Russian pres- 
tige.

Weather Bupeau records show 
that flood stages were not at- 
tained in the Mississippi this year 
farther north than a point be- 
tween Keokuk, Ia., and Rock 
Island, Ill. In other words, the 
main stream flooding developed 
after the Rock, the Iowa and the 
Des Moines had poured in. Simi- 
larly, the records show no flood 
stages in the Missouri this year 
at Omaha, or Sioux City, Ia., and 
farther upstream (with one minor 
exception), but at some ungauged 
points between Sioux City and 
Omaha there was flooding. It was 
the Platte and other tributaries 
below Omaha that caused the 
main trouble, 


Thus the floods, above St. Louis, 


were liiuited to less than 6vVU miles 
of the Missouri and less than 300 
miles of the Mississippi. Their 
combined effect has begun to be 
exerted downstream on the Mis- 
sissippi as far as Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., or beyond.

The second pro- 
posal also was voted down, 43 to 39.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

ONGRESS has now approved 
C our participation in the Inter- 

national Refugee Organization. 
People have been asking me if 
under this organization displaced 
persons can come to the United 
States, so I think it well to ex- 
plain that no one can enter any 
country without the acquiescence 
of that country. 

The IRO is designed to take 
the place of UNRRA. A prepara- 
tory commission has been meet- 
ing, and a temporary organization 
will now take over. Primarily it 
will look after the 750,000 to 800,- 
000 refugees left in camps in Eu- 
rope. Those who wish to go home 
will be helped to return to their 
countries of origin. And when 
other countries are willing to ac- 
cept some of these people, the 
IRO will help to make the ar- 
rangements for their travel and 
resettlement. Wnder the IRO 
charter, no one will enter the 
United States except with our 
consent. 

It would be cruel thing to 
leave these people in camps in 
Europe. Naturally, the armies of 
occupation would have to take 
over, and the result, in all prob- 
ability, would be that the great 
majority of people, whether or not 
they wished to return to -their 
original countries, would be forced 
to do so. Quite obviously, armies 
of occupation are too busy to deal 
in any other way with hundreds 
of thousands of people who hap- 
pen to be in camps in their zones. 

Last Friday, in Hyde Park, I 
felt as though I had suddenly 
gained a day. I thought I was 
going to catch a very early train 
to New York in order to keep an 
appointment with Warren R. Aus- 
tin at the United States delega- 
tion office of the United Nations, 
but at 11 o’clock the night be- 
fore, I received word that he 
would be unable to see me be- 
cause of the Security Council 
meeting. I got up early just the 
same and saw that two young 
men, who were going into New 
York for the day, got their break- 
fast at 6:30. Then I had that 
wonderful feeling of having s0 


many free hours that were en- 
tirely unexpected. 

I rearranged my flowers and 
picked fresh ones. [I went out 
to the vegetable garden and found 
that the rain had brought us far 
more weeds than should be in any 
garden, and that we needed some 
sun very badly to bring up the 
peas and other vegetables which 
the constant wet has forced us 
to replant several times. Then I 
unpacked two trunks which had 
been intriguing me for nearly twa 
years with “contents unknown” 
marked on them, 

In short, I was the busy house- 
wife until lunch time, when all 
the family came to eat with me. 
Afterward, I read to the young- 
est members of the family Mrs, 
Ann Weil's “Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Boy of the Four Freedoms.” 
This book is really well written 
and holds the interest of any 
child from 6 to 8 years old.

ogy on my part. But I had cotirteously put up with his 
belligerency for three successive weeks without any attempt at 
self-defense.

Out of courtesy I included the 
European psychologist. He accepted, but when I glowingly 
described the chicken dinner we were to have, he derided my 
idea of a chicken dinner, saying that in Europe he would 
climb the mountaing all day as a lark, and carry only one 
sandwich.

“T take my solemn oath, even 
though you may disbelieve me,” 
said Griffith, “I raise my hand 
and swear on the proverbial stack 
of Bibles that when the touring 
company of ‘Best Foot Forward’ 
went on the road we were accom- 
panied, embarrassed, dismayed, 
thwarted and in every way known 
to human imagining fouled up by 
32 stage Mmammas and two stage 
fathers. I think that is probably 
an all-time high, but one of Mr. 
Abbot’s productions will better it 
one of these days or I'll eat my 
hat.” 

Transfixed with theterror of 
his own prophecy, Gfiffith took a 
long pull at a Haig Pinch and 
squirt which he was toying with 
in thé interviewer’s company in 
the bar next to the Lambs known

West found it difficult to choose 
between a club and a diamond on 
his opening lead, but finally de- 
cided to lay down the club ace, 
After seeing the dummy, it be- 
came highly desirable to put East 
in for a heart return—obviously, 
West could rot afford to lead 
from the queen—and West there- 
fore shifted to the diamond six. 


Naturally, however, it was South 
who won this trick, and now 
everything hinged on the spade 
situation, Declarer could, of course, 
ruff a club in dummy, but this 
would do him little good inasmuch 
as he would still lose another club 
trick, one diamond, and probably 
the heart queen. After much agon- 
izing, South led his singleton spade 
and put in dummy’s queen. It 
was a@ fatal maneuver. East won 
and shifted to hearts, and South 
ended up by going down two 
tricks, 


It was, of course, an even money 
proposition as to the location of 
the spade king, but declarer had 
made a very bad decision in using 
his singleton as he did. The cor- 
rect play was to lead to dummy’s 
ace, then, push the spade queen 
through East. If this lost to West, 
at least it would probably cost 
the defenders a trick to return a 
trump, and if they did not make 
that return, declarer could ruff a 
club in dummy and discard a 
loser on the spade ace. In short, 
the possible loss from cashing the 
Spade ace and leading the queen 
through East was substantially 
less than the possible loss of 
finessing to the queen, and it was 
on that basis alone that the deci- 
sion should have been made. As 
the cards actually lay, of course, 
the ace-play and the lead of the 
spade queen through East would 
have produced the contract.

BILL SIGNED MAKING U.S, 
MEMBER OF REFUGEE GROUP 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP)— 
President Truman, at a White 
House ceremony today, signed 
legislation making the United 
States a member of the Interna- 
tional Refugee Organization. The 
agency will operate through the 
United Nations. 

The legislation authorizes a 
contribution toward 


placed persons in the next 12 
months.: Under the bill, the 
United States will carry 45. 15 per 
cent of the operating budget, and 
bear 39.89 per cent of administra- 
tive costs. Although one of the 
aims of the IRO is to help resettle 
refugees, the bill prohibits any 
changes in United States immi- 
gration restrictions unless ap- 
proved by Congress.

A: in 1832, Thomas D. Rice, a 
Meir blackface comedian, intro- 
duced a song and dance called 
Jim Crow, which had the refrain: 
“Turn about, jump about, turn 
about so; ebery time I turn about, 
jump Jim Crow. You nebber get 
to Heben till you jump Jim Crow.” 

To “jump Jim Crow” became a 
popular expression meaning to 
jump or dance about. 

Rice and his comical] song and 
dance became the rage both here 
and in London. Here is a typical 
write-up from the New Orleans 
Picayune May 2, 1842: “In half 
an hour Rice was master of sym- 
phony, melody, and all the steps, 
words, and drollery of the far- 
famed and irresistible Jim Crow!” 
Shortly thereafter, Jim Crow be- 
came a popular name for any 
Negro. 

Use of Jim Crow in designating 
the separating of Negroes from 
whites dates from the middle of 
the last century, i. e., Jim Crow 
cars, Jim Crow laws, etc. How- 
ever, this was not strictly a Bouth- 
ernism, I have found mention of 


Jim Crow schools in New York, 
Jim Crow cars in Massachusetts, 
Jim Crow bills, in Maryland, etc, 
at the turn of the century.
